COMITE JULY 12 DEVOTED CONSIDERABLE TIME TO DISCUSSION OF 
ERG'S COLLABORATION WITH SOUTH AFRICA AND QUESTION OF WEST 
GERMAN ENTRY INTO UN. CHAIRMAN NOTED FRG HAS BEEN SINGLED OUT
